Chief Pickel stated Friday morning that 
the Niese-Bellerson fight was the fufnniest 
thing he ever saw’’—until the Killing hap- 
pened. 

It was an unfortunate accident, the Chief 
said. The men were not fit to fight, he 
said, but he did not feel called upon to stop 
the fight. He said the unusual exertion 
and the excitement, aided by the punish- 
ment he received, killed Neise. No one 
biow killed him, and the foree with which 
his head struck the floor did not cause his 
death.

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MUST PAY THE POLICE 


ANSWER FILED BY ATTORNEYS 
FOR THE POLIICE BOARD. 


LAW MAKES APPROPRIATION. 


Municipal Assembly, Not Other City 
Officials, Has the Duty of Sepa- 
rating the Various Funds. — 


The answer to City Counsellor Schnur- 
macher’s motion before the Supreme Court 
in the police bill matter, was filed Friday 
morning at Jefferson City by Attorneys F. 
_N. Judson, John H, Overall and R, H. 
Kern ‘who ‘represent the Board of Police 
Commissioners. The document is as fol- 


lows: 

Relators admit that the police act, approved 
March 15, 18¥¥, reqaires the Buard of Police Com- 
Dissioners, annualiy, on the Slist day of March 
@ach year, to prepure in writing an estimate of 
the sum of money which will be necessary fur each 
current fiscal year to enabie them to discharge the 
duties imposed on them by the act, and to meet 
the expeuse of the police department, and to cer- 
tify the same to the Muuicipal Assembly; and 
Aiso requites such Municipal Assembly to set apart 
and appropriate -the amount so certified, and in 
case of refusal to set aside and appropriate the 
revenue necessary to carry out the provisions of 
the act, the Mayor and the Municipal Assembly 
may be eompelied by manhuamus to make such ap- 
propriation. Kut relators are unwilling to admit 
that this court has erred in deciding that the act 
itself miakes the appropriation so far as allowed 
and certined claims and saiary rolis are concerned. 

What the Legisiatute intended to do was to give 
the city an opportunity to separate its various 
funds and tl@s prevent the confusion, suggested 
by counsel for respondent, that is likely to resuit, 
if the funds for the support of the poiice are not 
separated. By requiring the officers of the city to 
audit and pay within ive days aiter being audited, 
the claims and salary rolis certified by the Police 
Board, such payment to be made ‘‘out of any mon- 
eys in the caty treasury bet appropriated to the 
Specific. purposes above enumerated,’’ the act 
qakes the appopriation so far as such claims and 
salary rells are coneerned, as decided by this 
court, ald in harmony with the decisions of other 
courts of high authority cited by counsel of relators 

thelr original brief, : 

Counsel ask ‘‘what are the city officers to credit ; 

the city hospital fund, to the lighting fund, 
to the interest account, or to the glaking fund prig: 
to any appropriation of these funds by the M@e- 
Ricipai Asseniviy?’’ The answer is plain: They 
re to credit nothing to such fuods. The Muni- 
ipal Assembly, and not these officers, may wake 

e appropriations for these funds, and when e,

800 or 900 persons in. the house wumited in 
an uproar of laughter. It was so funny 
Here were two men, one a great gaunt 
angular fellow, the other a squatty well- 
built but fat man, pounding each other for 
dear life and $25. Neither knew anything 
of the art of self-defense; neither cared, ap- 
parently, how much he was hurt. so he 
could inflict punishment on the other fel- 
low.

Being “‘dubs’”’ the timekeepers did not let 
them fight three-minute rounds as rules dic.

He Always Intended to Dig His Own 
Grave, but Death Intervened 
Too Quickly. 


Joseph R. James, the old sexton of Wal- 
nut Hill Cemetery, in ‘Belleville, is dead. 
‘The man who has buried nearly every- 
body who ever died in Belleville and the 
@urrounding territory is at last to be 


buried himself. He is to be laid to rest 
among thé thousands who have been laid 
to rest by him, . 

If the dead are capable of regretting 
things left undone on earth the greatest 
regret of Sexton James will be that he 
Was not able to dig his own grave, lt was 
his ambition to thus round out his grave- 

ng career. He has always said he 
would lie in a grave dug by his own 
hands. He was taken sick suddenly and 
Was not permitted to do this. 
r. James was sexton of Walnut ,Hill 
Cemetery 4 years. In that time he buried 
18,00 men, women and children. This 1s 
about the present population of «Belleville, 
60 that thefe is a city of the‘ living and 
a ay of the dead, side by side, and the 
ulation of each is about the same. The 
dy of Sexton James will be removed out 
of the city of the living into the city of 
the dead. . 

James arrived in Belleville in the fall 
of 1854 with his bride from England. He 
Was a lusty young Cornishman. The fol- 
sp Wing spring he was elected sexton by 
the City Council. On May 16, 1855, he went. 
up on the sidehill above the Freeburg 
 aagall and dug a grave. That was num- 


r 1. 

Walnut Hill Cemetery was then away 
out in the country. Now it is in the edge 
of the city. Then there were only a few 
hundred graves in it. Now there are up- 
Wards of 19,000. * 

Through all ttfese years James had been 
the sexton. Year after ear successive 
mayors reappointed him and the council al- 
Ways confirmed the reappointment, gener- 
ary wastrout a dissenting vote. The sexton, 
as | rew old, became a little irritable and 
Jet it be geen that he considered the posi- 
tion was his for life, but he was faithful 
and efficient and nobody ever thought of 
Suggesting that he ought to be succeeded 
by a younger man. He had reared a family. 
out there by the cemetery and latterly his 
sons had assisted him with the work of 
‘disposing of the dead. Still he never reiin- 
quished the direction of things. 

He converted Wainut Hill cemetery from 
@ bram).e-zgrown wood to a well kept, mod- 
ern park of the dead, with shaded drives 
and walks and vistas which would be en- 
tirely pleasing if they were not dotted by 
the marble signs of homes bereft and hearts 
broken. 

Iie was 75 years old. In spite of his age 
he gave his pergonat attention to every in- 
terment, if he was able to be, about. A 
few days before he was taken down with 
his fatal iliness a Post-Dispatch photog- 
rapher came upon him in the cemetery. He 
was just rounding off the top of a freshly 
made mound on which the sun cast the 
shadow of a marble cross which rose above 
an adjoining grave. The sorrowing treid- 
tives and the sympa ne friends had gone 
Slowly down the hill.

“Yes,” he said, “I have buried about 1S,- 
000 people in this cemetery. That does not

Sometimes 
people, mostly women, come to me a few 
days after a relative has been buried and 
ask me to open the grave to see if he was 
really dead. Generally it is a woman whose 
child has been buried. Maybe somebody 
has said how life-like the child looked or 
suggested that it might not have been dead 
and the mother, unstrung and nervous 2nd 
imaginative, thinks over it till she ‘con- 
vinces herself that her child was not dead. 
Then she comes out here and asks me to 
open the grave.

"Il say to all of them: ‘If the child was 
not dead before, it is certainly dead now.’

FRANCE NOT AFRAID OF ENGLAND. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Frankly Discusses the Possi- 
bility and Probabilities of War. 

LONDON, Dec, 15.—M. Delcasse, the French Minister of For- 

eign Affairs, is ‘reported here as having said in an interview in 


Paris: 
“T don’t believe the rumors that after the Transvaal war the 


British will attack France, but if so, she will find resolute adver- 
saries. Regarding Morocco, I have said that France has no in- 
tention to take it herself, nor allow any one else to take it. As 
for a Russian-French alliance, I have said their relations were 
never so full of confidence as now. 

“Apropos European solidarity, from the point of view of a naval 
war with Great Britain, there is solidarity ‘between al] States, 
Europe’s fleet may be destroyed, but if it takes six years to re- 
constitute an army, it takes a quarter of a century to reconsti- 
tute a navy. ‘Therefore, if Great Britain succeeded in Septrozing 
a fleet like ours, it would be all the more easy for her to dea 
afterward with weaker fleeis 

“ven if solidarity thus created does not exist, Great Britain 
knows we are not simple enough to allow our navy to be de- 
stroyed. If we can not safely leave port then we will remain, 
and then what could Great Britain do against us? She can not 
pretend to fight us° on land, and this war would have yet another 
disastrous side for Great Britain, the commercial side. Her com- 
merce is chiefly maritime; ours chiefly continental.’’ 
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COMING ECLIPSE OF THE MOON. 


It Will Be Seen in Parts of North America Next Saturday 
Evening. 


. 


NEW YORK, Dec 15.—An eclipse of the moon Saturday even- 
ing is promised for those parts of North America and Europe 
where the weather is favarable for observation. . 

The first emcroachment of the earth’s shadow on the luner disc | 
should occur at 6:45 o’clock, seventy-fifth merician time. But it 
will probably be 10 or 15 minutes later before the outline of the 
moon is perceptibly affected. The shadow will creep further and 
further on to the moon until at 8:26 o’clock the greatest degree of 
obseuration will be reached. The astronomers speak of this 
eclipse as ‘partial’ because only 996-1000 of the surface will be hid, 
according to their calculations, but imasmuch as that remaining 
4-1000 is an exceedingly small fraction, it may be essumed that to 
one without a powerful glass could see the very thin line left un- 
covered.. To all appearance the eclipse will be a total one for 
a few minutes, just before and just after 8:26 o’clock, seventy-fitth 
meridian time. The shadow will then slowly pass off, and at 
10:06 o'clock the moon will again be altogether clear.

FAMOUS PREACHER DEAD. 


Rev. David Jameson Patterson of Brooklyn, at the Age of 
Eighty-Eight Years. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Rev. David Jameson Patterson, pastor 
of the Second United Presbyterian church of Brooklyn, is dead at 
his home in that borough, aged 8 years. 

He was licensed as apreacher in 1846, and traveled on horesback 
from Ohicago through Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa, New York 
and Vermont. To his Brooklyn congregation he was known as 
“Father Patterson,’ and as the father of the Presbytery.

SILVER ISSUE IN COURT

COLORADO MEANS TO SETTLE 
METAL’S STANDING IN LAW. 


WILL SUE THE GOVERNMENT, 


Question of Demonetization Is to Be 
Finally Passed Upon by United 
States Supreme Court. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 14.—A. W. Rucker, 
president of the United States Monetary 


‘League, and authorized by the Governor as 


a representative of Colorado, has gone East 
to bring a test case of the standing of sli- 
ver and of the right of demonetigation un- 
der the Constitution of the United States. 

The suits against the Government has 
been begun by an action in Denver. It comes 
up by the United States Monetary League 
giving the State of Colorado as a present a 
silver brick, repreeenting $100 at par ratio. 
The Treasurer of the State has formally 
presented the brick to the State. The State, 
thereupon, sends the brick to the United 
States Mint at Washington, with the de- 
mand that it be coined into 100 silver dolara, 

‘This demand, of course,” says Mr. Ruck- 
er, “‘will be refused. Upon the refusal, suit 
will be entered in the United Stated Su- 
preme Court, demanding that the builion be 
coined,”’ 

In brief, the Supreme Court must pass 
on these claims: 

Firet—That the Constitution places both 
precious metals, gold and silver, on an equal 
basis aS money. 

Second—Under the Constitution, the Govy- 
ernment has no hand in the demonetization 
or lowering of the value of one or the oth- 
er. Ite duty is to emit the sliver dollar at 


full value. 
Me ehird-—After the stamping of the dollar 


and emitting ft into cireulation, the Gov- 
ernment has no hand or voice In the way 
it shall be regarded as a4 medium of ex- 
change. 

Fourth—The State and individual have. 
the richt to demand from the Government 
that this bullion be coined at the fuli ¥ 
as fixed by conatRationss rovision, 
less of any contract in 
kets as to the ratio of valves.

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WAR TAX STAMPS MUST 
BE MUTILATED.

Internal Revenue Collector Gren- 
ner tas received a new ruling from 
G. W. Wilson, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, amending the regu- 
lations respecting the cancellation of 
documentary stamps of the denomi- 
nation of 10 cents or more. The 
ruling goes into effect this Friday, 
Dec. 15, and is as follows: 

In all cases where a documentary stamp 
of the denomination of 10 cents or any 
larger denomination shall be used for de- 
noting any tax imposed by the act of June 
18, 1898, the person using or affixing the 
same sball, in addition to writing or stamp- 
ing thereon, with ink, the initials of his 
name and the date when affixed, mutilate 
said stamp by cutting three parallel in- 
cisions lengthwise through the stamp, be- 
ginning not more than one-fourth of an Inch 
from one end thereof, and extending to. 
within one-fourth of an inch of the other 
end. 

Where such stamp is cancelled by cutting 
or perforating in any manner authorized 
by existing regulations, as: aforesaid, the 
mutilation herein provided will not be re- 
quired.
